Those who wish 
to bo "preserved by this drying process 
make thpir will accordingly; and thov 
will be liled away under those black 
vaults so long as their relatives pay a 
certain annual stipend. 
"When this is 


no longer paid, the remains are taken 
away and buried in the ordinary man- 
ner. 


To enter, wo pass through a chapel 


and slowly descend a broad stairway ol 
stono. 
Before us is an immense gallery, 


to whose walls are suspended a whole 
nation of skeletons clad in the most 
oddly grotesque costumes. 
Some bang 


in air side ,by side. 
A lino of dead 


stands erect upon tha ground. ' Some 
heads are gnawed by hideous vegeta- 
tions, which deform oven still more the 
jaws und the bones 
of 
the 
face; 


some still preserve their hair; others 
fragments of mustache; others a long 
bit o£ beard. 


And they are all dressed, these dead 


—thoso wretched, hideous and ridicul- 
ous dead—all dressed by their relatives, 
who have taken them out of their cofflna 
in order to make them take part in this 
awful assembly. 
Almost all are clad in 


a sort of long black robe, with a cowl 
which is generally drawn over the head. 
But there are others whoso friends de- 
sired, to attire more sumptuously, and 
the miserabl« skeleton, wearing an em- 
broidered Greek cap and enveloped in a 
rich mnu's dressjnfj-gown, seems, as it 
lies upon its back, to sleep a night- 
marish.sleep—a sleep at once ludicrous 
and terrific. 
A placard like a blind 


man's begging card, bearing the name 
and date of death, is hung to the neck 
Of each corpse. 
Thoso dates mako a 


cold shiver pass through tho very 
mar- 


row of .one's bones. 


Here are tho women, even more bur- 


lesque than the men, for they have been 
coquottishly 
attired and 
bedecked. 


Thoir heads stare at you from within 
bonnets decorated with ribbons and 
with lace, making a snow-white fringe 
around each black face, all putroliod, 
all gnawed by tho strange chemistry of 
tho earth. Thoir hands protrude, like 
the severed roots of trees, from tho 
sleeves of now dresses, and the stock- 
ings that contain the bones of the legs, 
look empty. Sometimes tho dead wear 
only a pair of shoes, large, too large 
for tho poor dried-up feet. 


But now we enter a gallery full of lit- 


tlo glass coffins; this is tho children's 
burial chamber. 
Tho bones of tlio little 


creature, still soft, could not resist the 
work, of decomposition. 
And you can 


not tell exactly what you are looking 
at, the miserable little things are so do- 
formed, so crusted, so frightfully shape- 
less! But tears come to your oyo when 
you observe that the mothers have 
dressed them all in tho same little 
dresses they woro when alive.

they como hero to look at them some- 
times. 


Often you seo beside tho corpse a 


photograph .showing the living person 
as he was, and nothing is moro start- 
ling, more terrifying than this contrast. 


Vo pass, through another gallery, 


lower and darker, which sooms to have 
boon reserved for tho poor. In one 
black recess there arc soino twenty of 
them, suspended all together under an 
opening in tho roof, which lets in tbo 
outer air upon them in strong and sud' 
den whiffs. 
They are clad in a sort of 


black canvas, fastened about tho -jock 
and feet; and, as they lean one over the 
other, you imagine they wero shivering, 
seeking to. escape, screaming for heip. 
They look like tho drowned crew of 
some ship. 


Hero is the Chamber of the Priests—a 


vast gallery of horror! At tho Orst 
glance they, seem more terrible than tho 
others, .robed in their sacred vestments 
—black, red and violet. . But as you 
examine.them one'.after tho other a 
nervous and irrepressible laugh seizes 
you at the spectacle of their bizarre at- 
titudes, the ghastly comedy of their 
poses. 
You behold some who sing; you 


seo others who pray. 
Tho faces of all 


have been lifted .up; the hands of all 
have been crossed. 
They wear the 


sacerdotal biretta upon their fleshless 
brows. 
Sometimes it hangs sideways 


over ono ear, in a jocular way, some- 
times it-slips down over the nose. A 
very carnival', of . death is this, made 
more burlesque by the gilded richness 
of tho ecclesiastical robes. 


From time to time a head rolls down, 


upon the ground, tho attachments of 
the neck having been gnawed through 
by mice. Thousands of mice dwell in 
this human charnel-house. 


On certain festival days tho catacombs' 


of the Capuchins are thrown open to the 
public. 
Once a drunken man got into 


the place, lay down to sleep, and awoke 
in tho middle of the night. Ho called,. 
screamed, howled with terror, rushed 
madly to and fro in vain efforts to 
escape. But no ono hoard him. 
In 


the morning he was found clinging, to 
tho iron bars of tho gate, with so des- 
perate a grip that it required a long 
time to .detach his hands from them. 


He was mad. 
Since that time a great boll has been 


suspended near the entrance.

In 1803 the comrausionarei of charitlsa 


and corroction found it nocassary to find a' 
burial placo for tho poor, and so tho largo 
plot on tho oast sido of Hart's island, up tho 
sound some twonty milos or morn from tha 
city, was socurod. During tbo war tho isl- 
and had beon uiiid as a camping ground 
for Union soldiers, and also as a placo of im- 
prisonment for tho robol soldiors, and tho 
first burial of tha doad tuoro were Union 
soldiers. 
A nsat Httlo Union comotory 


whoro sloop hundreds of tboso who wero en 
listed in the cause of tho Union now gracoj 
the island, and a beautiful soldiori' raonu- 
mont and scoros of lessor marblo tomb- 
stones mark tho resting places of thoso who 
diod whilo encamped on tho island. 


Since 1808 something ovor -11,003 of tho 


city's poor, frioiidless and unknown doad 
have been buried in tho city comotary. 
•which adjoins that in which arc buriod tho 
remains of tho soldiors. 
On Mondays and 


Thursdays of each week tho burialj take 
place. IVhon a person dios in a hospital, 
work-house, penitentiary or other public 
institution, unless tho body is claimed by 
friends or charitably disposed persons and 
given Christian burial, it is placod ill a 
choap fiD-cont pine coflln, romovod to tbo 
morgue for a duy or tft) and tbenco trans- 
ferred on one of tho city's stoamora to Hart's 
island and buriod by a gan; of work-houso 
employes who aro dotailod to bury tha doad. 
When a person dios in a- public Institution 
his or her nearest friond or relative is in- 
formed, and if tho latter aro able tho city 
will take measures to compel them to bury 
tbo body. 


But tho duty is often shirkod. It is noth 


ing now to hoar of a husband who is able 
rol'usin^ to bury a wife, or of a wifo ro?us- 
ing to bury a husband—or a father or 
mother refusing to give a son or dau^htor u 
proper burial, or of tuo latter doing asmncu 
for their parents. But there aro thojo who, 
oven if ns poor as tbo mythical church 
mouse, will oven bog for tho moans to so- 
curo a c5Cln End u burial plot olsowuo.ro for 
somo deceased loved ouo. Somo of the poor- 
est of tho poor have been known to dony 
themselves tho vorynocosaarios of life, to go 
thinly clad and bunffry, rather than one of 
thoir kith and kin should be placod in a pau- 
per gravo. And yet thoro are in potter's 
field hundreds of tho dead whose kindred 
aro known to bo :woll-to-do. Thero sleep in 
somo of tho pita side by side tho poorest out- 
east and tho once pettod child of fortune. 


There ero many, yea thousands, whothialc 


it a sin and a disgraco to allow their kindred 
to be buried at the expense ot the city in a 
Potter's Field. 2^et there aro those whosa 
hearts aro hardened, and who do not change 
even wLion tho cold earth shuts out from 
their sight forevor somo loved ono. Cor- 
tainly tho burial which tho dead receive in 
tho pottor'3 Sold is not a Christian one. 
Ifo 


toars ore shod there; there are neither 
mourner.-*, priests nor prayers. ITo tender 
hands lift the coffin; no toador hand-i placo 
tho shroud upon'tho occupant A gang of 
twenty men, more or loss, is engaged six 
days in tho week digging the pits in which 
tho dead aro to bo buriod. 
One hundrnd 


and flfty bodies aro placed in each pic, nnd 
tho coffins are pactod as closely together as 
sordino:* in a box. 


Tho barial gang also consists ot worlt- 


houso employes detailed from tbo branch 
work-house on 'Ward's island, which is in 
charge of "Warden Dunphy. As au extra 
inducement tho burial gang is allowed 
rations of tobacco and poor whisky. Tho 
duty which they perform is not a pleasant 
ono, nnd many would sbirk it if they could. 
Tho men go about their work at the pits as 
ciirolossly as if they were handling logs. 
Sometimes tho cofllns aro bro!;on, and 
pare of a human body may bo seen ex- 
posed, and laughs and jibes are board as 
it is dashed into tbe hole. 
Then again 


human blood trails over a coflin. Tho 
stench that issuos from somo of U.o coffins 
at tunes, especially in tho summer, is torri- 
blo. Boxes instead of coffins aro at times 
placed in tho pits. They contain tho re- 
mains of tha doad from tho hospital dis- 
secting-rooms. 
Mftny bodies aro huddled 


tOjiQthor in pieces in ono box. Tho pits are 
numbered by sections nnd tiers, and a rec- 
ord is kept of the names of thoso buriod 
thoro, whilo tho unknown aro marked "un- 
known," Thero is a part of tho cemetery 
sot apart where bodies aro temporarily 
placod so as to await tho possibility of be- 
ing claimed by f rionds.

He is of the "slasher" typo, 
full of earnestness. Ho mot Chinese Gor- 
don at Dover, talked ovor the then situation 
in Egypt, returned to London and wrote tho 
article which compelled tho government to 
send Gordon to tho Soudan, and once tbero 
bo raised sach a row that tho government 
bad to send TVolscloy to Gordon's rescue. 
Ho got up a groat scare recently as to tho 
condition of the English navy. 
Ho is 


strongly for Russia, and is supposed to bo 
a powerful factor in that section of the 
Liberals opposed to war with Russia. 


Mr. Stead is about 40 years of age, a slim, 


wiry, nervous man, with push and energy 
stumped upon bis brow. 
The son of a Con- 


frrogationalist minister, he was born at 
Howdcn-on-Tyno, and at first floated on tho 
•world as junior clerk in a shipping offlco. tAs 
a boy ho was passionately fond of reading, 
especially of works having reference to tho 
history of his country, and after quitting 
work for tho day it was his custom to retire 
to his room and study up tho great ovonta 
of tho empire. So diligent was yonng Stead 
in this respect that ho won tho prize offered 
by a local paper for tho best essay on Oliver 
Cromwell against ft largo number ot com- 
petitors.

published at Newcastle. From junior re- 
porter bo rose to tho position of editor, and 
during tho last general election bo rendered 
valuable assistance to Mr. Gladstone's cause 
by his vigorous and pointed articles against 
tho Disrao'.ian administration. His articles 
in Tho Echo stirred up nil tbo border burghs 
Li favor of tbo grand old man, and after 
tbo vigorous campaign Mr. Gladstone ex- 
pressed bis appreciation of Mr. Stead's as- 
sistance in n kindly worded note. 


This was tho turning point of Stead's 


career. Whon John Morloy accepted tho
